HISTORICAL SKETCH 

OF THE 



HOLSTON CONFERENCE. 



The “Holston Country” is famous in the pioneer history of 
American Methodism. The rugged mountains and fertile valleys 
were visited early in the progress of Methodism by the pioneer 
preachers. It was visited frequently by the first American Bishop, 
the venerable Asbury. Jeremiah Lambert was the first traveling 
preacher appointed to the Holston Circuit. He began with sixty 
members, and reported seventy-six members the next year. The 
original circuit was doubtless on the waters of the Holston, Watau- 
ga, and Nolchucky rivers, and in Virginia and Tennessee. The 
territory, before the formation of the Tennessee Conference, in 
18' 2, was a part of the ever-changing, ever-moving “ Western Con- 
ference.” Under all changes it has continued nearly the same, and 
comprises now, as heretofore, East Tennessee, Southwestern Vir- 
ginia and Western North Carolina, with small portions of Georgia, 
Alabama, and West Virginia. 

In 1824 the first session of the Holston Conference was held in 
Knoxville, Tennessee, and was presided over by Bishop R. R. 
Roberts. It was composed of the Holston and French Broad 
districts of the Tennessee Conference. John Tevis was elected 
secretary ; and of the twenty-five preachers counted as in full con- 
nection, the following were present at the opening session: John 
Tevis, David Adams, Lewis S. Marshall, John Craig, David Cum- 
ming, William S. Manson, John Kelley, John Bowman, Jesse- 
Cunnyngham, George Ekin. 

The first business of the session, after the work of organization 
was completed, appears to have been the announcement and recep- 
tion of a donation from Thomas Rockhold, of Blountville, Tennes- 
see, amounting to fifty dollars, made at the request of his wife, who 
had died a short time before. 

A few of the rules adopted by this Conference are worthy of note. 
Rule 7 is as follows: “ No member shall absent himself from the 

Conference-room more than fifteen minutes at any one time without 
permission.” Rule 8 : “No person shall be present when the Con- 

ference is sitting but by permission of the Conference.” By a 
special vote all' the preachers present, local and traveling, were 
allowed to sit in the Conference-room as spectators. 

It may be of some interest to have the names of the other mem- 
bers of this Conference. They are as follows: Josiah B. Daughtry, 
Thomas Stringfield, James Dixon, William P. Kindrick, Samuel B. 
Harwell, William Patton, A. Overall, A. Still, Jacob Hearn, John 
Bradfield, J. G. H. Speer, Thomas J. Brown and George Horn was 
re-admitted. Isaac Lewis, Josiah R. Smith, William Gumming, 
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James Y. Crawford, Josiah Rhoton, Francis Owen, aud Edward T. 
Peery were admitted into full connection. Elbert F. Sevier, Isaac 
Easterly, Janies D. Harris, Creed Fulton, and Robert Kirkpatrick 
were continued on trial. William Senter, David Fleming, John 
Ilenly, Branch Merrimon, Robert J. Wilson, Paxton Gumming, 
Goodson McDaniel, and Lewis Jones were admitted on trial. George 
Atkins, a local deacon, was elected to elder’s orders, and Benjamin 
Abernathy, George Real, William Goodman, George White, Lewis 
Jones, and William P. Quinn, local preachers, were elected to dea- 
con’s orders; Lewis S. Marshall located. The Conference-session 
was held in a house belonging to Mr. Hugh M. A. White, of Knox- 
ville. There were only two districts and nineteen circuits, having a 
membership of 13,444 white and 1,491 colored members. The 
largest Church-membership was on the Holston Circuit, in the Hol- 
ston District, which reported 1,700 whites and 222 blacks 
— right extensive charge. Green and Little River circuits 
were nearly as large, having over 1,000 members in each. 
As for large distrcts, the Holston District embraced all the country 
from New River, Virginia, to Hawkins county, Tennessee, and the 
Knoxville District the country from Green county, Tennessee, to 
Sequatchie Valley on the west. This Conference-session was held 
in the latter part of November, beginning on Saturday, November 
27th, and closing on Wednesday morning with a sunrise meet- 
ing for reading the appointments, so that each preacher 
should be a day’s journey away from the place before sleeping — no 
time for grumbling or changing. Such was the work of the first 
session of the Holston Conference. 

From 1824 to 1833 there was a gradual increase in members until 
the numbers in Society reached 22.349, when for a few years there 
was a decrease to 20,158 in 1836. Then there was an increase until 
1843, when there were 36,252 white members, 4,001 colored mem- 
bers, 299 local preachers, and 73 traveling preachers. 

In 1836 a committee was appointed to draft a Constitution for 
Emory and Henry College, and a resolution adopted asking that a 
professorship be established in that college to be called the Wesleyan 
Professorship of Moral Science, to secure the education of the sons 
of Methodist preachers of the Conference. At this same session 
William Patton was appointed to publish the minutes, and it was 
resolved that brethren pay in advance, and receive the amount in 
Minutes at a fair price. In the collection that followed, $25 was 
raised. Most of the payments ranged from $2 to 50 cents, very few 
paying the latter amount. Here was a plan and a purpose worthy 
of modern adoption. 

In 1837 the “the Preachers’ Aid Society of the Holston Confer- 
ence ” was formed, having for its object the raising of funds for the 
relief of necessitous cases among the traveling, superannuated, and 
supernumerary preachers, their widows and orphans. T. K. Cat- 
lett, Arnold Patton, and George Horn were appointed trustees of 
•the society. 

^ In 1844, the year memorable on account of the division in the M. 
E. Church, the session of the Conference was held for the second 
time at Reems Creek Camp Ground, in Buncombe county, North 
Carolina; Bishop E. S. Janes presided; E. F. Sevier was secretary. 
The General Conference was held in May preceding, and the Hol- 
ston, being one of the border Southern Conferences, was called on 
to take action on the plan of separation which had Deen adopted. 
While separation and division were deprecated, the committee,

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composed of its best men, brought in a report which fixed the po- 
sition of the Conference with the Southern Church. The report 
was adopted unanimously, and the delegates were appointed to 
meet in Louisville, Kentucky, in 1845, consisting of S. Patton, T. 
K. Catlett, E. F. Sevier, Thomas Springfield, R. M, Stevens, and T. 
Sullins. The last Friday in April, 1845, was set apart as a day of 
fasting, humiliation, and prayer, with a special view to avert the 
threatened evils which cast a gloom over the Church. A resolution 
touchingly complimentary to Bishop Janes was adopted. The 
members in the Society in 1844 were: w r hite, 35,494; colored, 3,984; 
local preachers, 280; traveling preachers, 77. The act incoporating 
Holston College was recorded in the Minutes of this year. 

In 1845 a resolution was adopted opposing the introduction of in- 
strumental music into the churches and the renting of pews, the 
latter being thought unsuitable in a Church proposing to preach 
the gospel to the poor. It is remarkable, also, that at this session a 
resolution was adopted which objected to any attempt to establish 
a theological institute or seminaxy for the benefit of the ministry. 

In May, 184G, the first number of the Methodist Episcopalian was 
issued in Knoxville, Tennessee. In the ensuing six months it 
reached a valid subscription of over 1,000, and had cost for printing 
$770.50, and from its cash receipts had on hand a balance of $240.77. 
Rev. S. Patton, who had acted as editor, was voted $100 as his 
salary for the six months past, and the majority of the preachers 
voted to sustain the paper, or bear the loss if any occurred. Emory 
and Henry College, Holston College, and Knoxville Female Acad- 
emy were the only Church schools reported to the Conference in 
18 46. 

Passing over a period of nearly twenty years, we find the num- 
bers in the Society reported in 1861 , at the beginning of the war, 
were: white members, 41,478; colored members, 6,862; local 
preachers, 384 ; and in 1862 the numbers were 49,837 white and 
5,772 colored members, with 390 local preachers — a clear gain in 
white members of over 8,000 in one year. 

Owing to the withdrawal of some eighteen or twenty traveling 
preachers, and nearly half of the local preachers and white mem- 
bers, the close of the war found the membership reduced, in 1866, 
to 22,835 white members, 1,263 colored members, and 184 local 
preachers. 

The Holston Conference of the 31. E. Church was organized at 
Athens, Tennessee, in 1865, and was able to take the field witha strong 
force of local ereachers, and a membership of over 20,000. To many 
it seemed that this division in the ‘‘Holston Country ” would break 
down the Methodist Church, and cause the people who had been 
converted at her altars to seek pastoral care elsewhere. The strength 
of union was preached everywhere, but a union was impossible 
amid such views as prevailed. The majority of the traveling 
preachers remained in the old orgauization, and with many discour- 
agements addressed themselves to the w r ork. Emory and Henry 
College, 3Iartha Washington College, and Holston Conference Fe- 
male College (now Asheville Female College) l'emained, and the 
schools were resumed. The membership of the Church increased 
rapidly until in 1882 the last report shows a membership of 43,7*3 
white members, 299 local preachers, or a net gain in sixteen years j 
of over 20,000 members, almost covering the loss by withdrawal at j 
the close of the war; traveling preachers, 174. The collections for 
the support of the traveling ministers in 1882 aggregate $45,066.97; 
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for Foreign Missions, $4,367; for Home Missions, $3,952.74: for 
Conference claimants, $1,546.33; raised by Woman’s Missionary 
Society, $1,232.48, and by Juvenile Auxiliaries, $135.83. 

The Holston Journal was established in 1862, with Rev. C. W. 
Charlton editor, but was compelled to suspend in 1863, and could 
not be revived at the close of the war in 1866. 

In 1872 the Holston Methodist was undertaken at Morristown, 
Tennessee, by Rev. R. X. Price, and such was the interest felt in a 
Conference Church paper that it soon reached a handsome list of 
subscribers. The office and material were entirely consumed by 
fire in 1873, and the paper was of necessity moved to Knoxville for 
publication. 

Soon after this Rev. William Hicks commenced the publication in 
Bland county, Virginia, of another paper, which was called the 
Holston Advocate. The two pnpers could not well continue in the 
same field, and after about two years the Advocate was consolidated 
with the Methodist. / The Methodist continues in the work, and, 
while having many difficulties to encounter, the necessity for such a 
paper has been so apparent, it is probable that willing hands and 
earnest hearts will yet give it an endowment for usefulness which 
shall tell upon the Church for years to come. Forty thousand 
Methodists in Holston need a paper, and can have it if they will. 
The Minutes of the Conference have been published regularly for 
ten years, under tie title “Holston Annual,” and the work has 
been sustained by the preachers who circulate it among the people. 
One preacher on a rugged mountain circuit for three years in suc- 
cession has sold sixty copies each year. 

There are now' ten presiding elders’ districts on about the same 
ground occupied by two in 1824. In Home Mission work the 
Holston Conference has been active, keeping up about twenty 
charges in the mountains of Virginia, Tennessee and North 
Carolina. One Indian mission in Western Carolina has been kept 
up for many years. In 1882 there were twenty-five home missions 
under the care of the Board. While many of the circuits are delin- 
quent in supporting the preachers, the majority of the stations have 
adopted the rule of paying up from year to year. Counting the 
Holston Conference of the M. E. Church at 17,908 (number in 1882) 
white members, the entire Methodist membership in the “ Holston 
Conntry ” is over 61,671 members. The Holston Conference of the 
M. Church embraces only East Tennessee, and has eighty-eight 
traveling preachers and one hundred and fifty-eight local 
preachers. This statement is made in order to show the 
probable increase of Methodist work in the Holston region since 
1824. Besides these two Churches, the Methodist Protestant 
Church has a considerable membership in the same boundary. 
This year is really our Centennial. Jeremiah Lambert in 1783 
made a beginning with sixty members, and in one hundred years it 
has become three bands of over 60,000. The schools and churches 
have also been multiplied, but still the world is to be conquered, and 
thousands of human souls are waiting to be gathered into our 
Churches and Sunday-schools. 

The sixtieth session of the Holston Conference meets in Chat- 
tanooga in 1883, and the Holston Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church meets in Knoxville, Tennessee. The combined 
force of traveling preachers in these two Churches is about two 
hundred and fifty, w ith four hundred and fifty local preachers. 
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May we not be encouraged by this review of what God lias 
wrought ? 

Note. — In the foregoing sketch no mention is made of what 
“ Holston ” has done in the way of building up Methodism outside 
of its own boundaries. The emigration of its people to the West 
and SouthAvest has been large; and there is not a Conference in all 
that region that is not debtor to Holston for preachers of the best 
quality and lay members who have helped to make the wilderness 
blossom.

Appeal of N. P. McNabb. — The following appeal to the 
Chairman of this Conference, together with the decision fol- 
lowing, was presented and read: 

At a Church Conference held at Mt. Carmel Church, Decatur Cir- 
cuit, Chattanooga District, Holston Conference, on the 16th of Sep- 
tember, 1883, presided over by J. R. Hixon, preacher in charge, on 
the call of the roll, the name of R. P. McNabb being called, the 
question was raised as to the validity of said McNabb’s membership ; 
and it appearing from the evidence adduced that N. P. McNabb had 
obligated himself to T T. Salyer, preacher in charge of Decatur 
Circuit, about 1869, at the time he proposed to become a member of 
said class, that he vvonld produce a certificate of church member 
ship; and on condition that he did so, said Salyer stated that he 
would become a member of said class, and said certificate not having 
been produced, the preacher in charge decided that said McNabb was 
not a legal member of said class. 

From the foregoing decision N. P. McNabb appealed to the ensu- 
ing Quarterly Conference of said circuit, which was held at Moore’s 
Chapel, September 29, 1883, John Boriug, Presiding Elder; and 
upon a presentation of the case, and the admission of said McNabb 
that he had not taken the vows of the Church or produced a letter, 
the Presiding Elder sustained the action of said Church Conference.

From said ruling said N. P. McNabb appeals to the Bishop 
presiding over the ensuing Annual Conference: 

DECISION OF THE CHAIRMAN OF THIS CONFERENCE. 

The action by which N. P. McNabb was deprived of his member- 
ship in the Church was illegal, and the Presiding Elder erred in sus- 
taining the decision of the preacher in charge. 

The pastor of Decatur Circuit will restore N. P. McNabb’s name 
to the Church register, and restore him to all his rights and privi- 
leges in this Church.

Paper Concerning Holston Methodist. — The following 
paper was presented and read to the Conference: 



» 
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To the Bishop and Members of the Holston Annual Conference , M. E. 

Church, South, convened at Chattanooga , Tenn.. Oct. 10, 1883: 

Dear Fathers and Brethren — The undersigned, Directors of the 
Holston Publishing Company, have been authorized by the Com- 
pany to sell or lease the Boston Methodist, or otherwise provide for 
the indebtedness of the concern. 

Arrangements have been made for the continued publication of the 
* paper, but on the suggestion of thoughtful brethren of the Confer- 
ence, not members of the Company, the Directors have resolved to 
offer the paper to the Conference, on condition that the Conference 
assume and provide for the debts of the paper ; provided the stock- 
holders voluntarily and cheerfully surrender their stock to the Con- 
ference, and that such as refuse or fail to make such surrender be 
required to pay promptly their pro rata parts of the indebtedness, 
and remain joint stockholders with the Conference. The Directors 
believe that all, or nearly all, of the stockholders will surrender 
their stock to the Conference. 

The Directors represent that about the time when the Company 
took charge of the paper they incurred a debt of two t ousand dol- 
ars, one thousand dollars in the purchase of the Holston Advocate, 
and a small additional indebtedness in the purchase of the Methodist ; 
that the business has not been wisely managed all the time, and that 
the debt has not been liquidated, but somewhat increased, so that the 
paper now owes a little over three thousand dollars, with assets 
worth not more than two thousand dollars. The good will of the 
paper, its principal value, is believed to be worth at least three thou- 
sand dollars ; so that we propose to turn over to the Conference about 
five thousand dollars worth of property for a sum a little more than 
three thousand dollars. If the paper were out of debt, it could be 
run so as to incur no future indebtedness, and even to make profits. 

The Directors regard the paper as almost a necessity to the Con- 
ference, especially this centennial year ; but we have encountered an 
apathy towards it, growing out of the supposition that it is an indi- 
vidual enterprise, established for money-making purposes. If the 
paper belonged to the Conference in fee simple, we think the Confer- 
ence and the Church would rally around the enterprise with an en- 
ergy and unanimity that would ensure a better subscription list and 
greater success. 

One gentleman has offered as much for the paper as the Conference 
would have to pay, and a new company can be raised that would 
gladly take the paper for the amount of the debts, but if we transfer 
the paper we prefer the Conference should have it. 

We request the Conference to act on the proposition we make as 
promptly as possible, with the assurance on our part that if the 
proposition is declined we shall take no offence. If the Conference 
accepts the proposition, it is important that it should have time at 
this session to make arrangements for the publication of the paper 
under the changed auspices.

The Board would beg leave to report that they have collected all 
tl.e information they could in regard to the number and condition of 
the Sunday Schools within the hounds of the Conference. (See 
statistical tables). 

We would call the attention of the Conference to the provisions 
made by the Centenary Committee for the raising of a eonneetional 
fund for the relief of needy schools. This fund is to be raised by 
contributions made on the “ Children’s Day,” and we trust ail 
pastors in charge of circuits, stations, and missions, will see that 
this matter is not neglected. 

The committee would call attention of pastors and superinten- 
dents of Sunday Schools to the fact that many of our young people, 
who leave home to attend school, wander away from our Church 
and Sunday School because not carefully looked after by the pastors 
and superintendents. We would advise that the pastors of the con- 
gregations from which our young men or young women go to col- 
lege inform the pastors of our Church in the place to which they go, 
that he mav look after them and see that they are gathered into our 
Church and schools.

Report on Bible Cause. — The Committee on the Bible 
Cause submitted their report which was adopted: 

REPORT ON THE BIBLE CAUSE. 

The work of the American Bible Society is increasing in interest 
and magnitude from year to year. The first year of its history the 
receipts were $37,000 ; the last year $651,641. The first year the 
issues were 6,000 copies ; last year 1 ,676,232, the latter showing an 
increase over the previous year of 151,459 copies. Total issues of 
the society since its organization 42,083,816. The circulation in 
foreign fields the last year was 476,552. Circulation |in Brazil, 
35,000; in Japan, 113,000; in China, 181,000, etc. 

The fourth general supply of the whole country is now the home 
work of the society, a work involving hundreds of thousands of 
dollars and millions of copies of the Scriptures. This work is being 
vigorously prosecuted, as the following figures will show : 



Families visited 825,685 

Families found destitute 124,333 

Destitute families supplied 90,066 

Destitute individuals supplied in addition 44,884 



With the great work of the society at home and abroad, it greatly 
needs funds. The Board relies upon the faith, the prayers and lib- 
erality of the Christian people of the whole country, that it may be 
sustained and the good work not be hindered. 

In the regular church collections, this great interest is too often 
overlooked by pastors. f ' _ 

Your committee are decidedl} r of the opinion that the American 
Bible Society, in view of the magnitude of its work and its liberal- 
ity to our Church, ought to receive more thoughtful and prayerful 
attention from the Holston Conference. 1 herefore, 

Resolved , That it is the duty of our preachers and people to do 
all they can to aid in this great work. 

Resolved, M, That we most heartily indorse the Rev. Dr. Savage 
as admirably fitted for the work committed to his hands as General 
Superintendent of the American Bible Society in the district he 
represents, and commend him to the favorable consideration of all 
our people.

Report on State Of the Church.— The Committee on the 
State of the Church presented their report, which was 
adopted: 

REPORT ON STATE OF THE CHURCH. 

Your committee having examined as far as possible into the con- 
dition of the Church, as indicated by the reports from the various 
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charges, report, that in our judgment the Church was never in 
better condition in the bounds of the Holston Conference. And 
whilst the manifestations of spiritual life and zeal differ in kind 
from manifestations of former years, yet in extent they are perhaps 
in advance of anything we have known. In answer to our prayers 
God is working in us to will and to do of His good pleasure. This 
work of the Holy Ghost has its fruits, not merely in the fact of 
2,287 additions to the Church as a net increase for the past year, but 
also in tythes and offerings which are being heaped upon His altar. 
On our part let this work have its consummation in the centennial 
offerings of 1884. Then if it be more blessed to give than to re- 
ceive we are already blessed. But God, who can never allow His 
Church to excel Him in giving, has promised that on His part the 
windows of Heaven shall be opened, and such a blessing poured out 
as there shall not be room to bestow it. The not giving of all that 
the Church legitimately demands for the prosecution of its work is 
to withhold a part. Such withholding is to rob God. 

We are praying for a great revival — a great outpouring of the 
Holy Ghost. When the time comes, and come it will, that holy 
men may kneel before God’s altar and say, Here, Lord, are thy 
tythes and offerings, now verify thy work, then will the windows 
truly open and such baptisms as the Church has never know n be 
poni ed upon her. And the revival spirit having begun in lidelity 
at home will spread in repelling heat abroad, and the harvest of 
souls in our mission fields in earnest begin. To the extent that we 
I are sending men and money into heathen lands to that extent shall 
we be sharers in the trophies of the gospel in those lands. Every 
soul born into the kingdom of God in China, Mexico or Brazil is as 
much our child as if born at our own home altars. The children 
being educated in Christian schools in those lands are our own 
children. Tf they shine they w ill but reflect our light. May our 
Church in this way so shine as to illumine all lands. 

We believe there is much spirituality in the strong and grow ing 
demand for our church literature. The great prosperity of our 
Publishing House is not due merely to the fact of extra good man- 
agement, or to the prosperous times. The clear gain to the Nash- 
ville Christian Advocate of 17,000 subscribers does not grow- more 
out of the improved condition of the paper than out of improved 
condition in mind and heart of onr people. The same may be said 
of the gain of $2,000 in onr missionary report. 

Another sign of spiritual life among our people, is especially seen 
in the nursery of our Church. When Jesus said, “Suffer the chil- 
dren to come unto me,” he meant all children. Every child that 
came was taken into his arms and blessed Every child that may 
come shall be thus taken and thus blessed. Every child that has 
not been taken and thus blessed has been robbed of its birthright. 
There were those w ho forbade them then ; there are such yet ; but 

I God be praised, they are few r er than ever before and still growing 
less. Through the thresholds of our multiplying Sunday Schools 
we are hurrying them by thousands into the arms of Jesus and into 
the fountains of baptism. May the time soon come w r hen there 
shall be no unbaptized humanity on the earth. 

We recognize the fact that our Church is not so pure as it might 
and should be. Yet when w r e consider its numbers and the classes 
of society brought into it, it is comparatively purer than ever be- 
fore. Our doctrines were never better understood or more faith- 
fully preached than now. Our ministers were never more capable, 
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self-denying or zealous than now. Among our people we would be 
glad to observe more interest in the social meetings of the Church, 
especially the class- meeting, but the Methodist in average circum- 
stances who is clamoring for class-meeting, and paying 25 cents for 
missions, and fifty, cents for the support of the gospel, needs to go 
foward rather than back. 

We believe there is no better plan to worship God than in the 
Sunday School. Let Brother Lyons’ idea, as presented in the Sun- 
day School and Its Methods, prevail. “All our teachers|class leaders, 
all our pupils inquirers,” and such a coming to Christ as the next 
year would disclose has not been known in theannaisof our Church. 
A more glorious era could not crown the Church as the centennial 
capstone of her history. 

We would recommend for your adoption but one resolution, viz. : 

Resolved, That, as a Conference, grateful though we be for the 
past history of our Church, yet we are resolved, collectively and 
individually, that, by the grace of God and, on our part, more 
thorough work and deeper consecration, her past to her future glory 
shall be but as the earlv dawn to the brightness of the perfect day.

Report on Church Property. — The Committee on Church 
Property submitted their report, which was adopted. 

REPORT ON CHURCH PROPERTY. 

Your committee on Church Property beg leave to state that they 
have had before them the reports of the preachers so far as they 
have been able to get them up. We failed to get any report from a 
few of the charges, though very few, and from the^e reports we 
have prepared a statistical report for each of the several Presiding 
Elders’ districts, showing the number of churches and parsonages 
and their value; also the value of other church property in each 
circuit in the district and the amount of money expended, and on 
hand, for the purpose of building and repairing churches and par- 
sonages ; which said statistical reports are herein filed as part of 
this report, marked 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10. We also file herewith 
a recapitulation of said reports, marked 11. We are pleased to be 
able to state that trie value of your church property has been 
greatly increased since your last annual conference, as you will 
perceive bv a comparison of this report with that of last year. 

Another very gratifying fact also appears by a comparison of 
said two reports in the large increase of money raised for building 
and repairing churches and parsonages. The increase in number 
and value of these churches. and parsonages appears in all the dis- 
tricts except two. In these two districts there seems to be a small 
decrease. This your committee is unable to account for, unless the 
pastors in these districts have failed to assess their property as care- 
fully as those of the other districts which show a large increase. 

When you take the whole together it shows certainly a very 
wholesome and gratifying outlook for our beloved church institu- 
tions. 

The Southern Methodists having decided to celebrate next year, 
as a centennial year, it will be of the utmost importance, as your 
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committee believe, to have at our next annual conference, a full, 
accurate and complete statement of all our church propertywithin 
the bounds of this conference, and its true value, which can be 
gotten up by the pastors of the various charges, if they will take 
some pains to do so. 

With a view to carry out this suggestion of your committee, we 
recommend the adoption of the following resolution : 

Resolved, That the preachers upon the various charges within the 
bounds of this conference be and they are hereby respectfully but 
earnestly requested io make out a full and accurate report of all 
the statistics relative to church property, contemplated by the Dis- 
cipline of the Church, and that they file the same with the secretary 
of the next annual Conference on or before 12 o’clock of the second 
day of the session.

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In addition to the above we find that Rev. Jacob Smith has sold 
during the year, $583.80 worth of our publications. 

Your committee regret to have to state that many of the reports 
were irregular and incomplete, but we flatter ourselves that we 
have approximated very nearly correctness. 

The policy of the Methodist Church is so well understood on the 
subject of literature, that extended remarks on that subject would 
be superfluous; but we may be allowed to say, as this is a reading 
age, when nearly every one reads something, that the importance of 
throwing religious books and periodicals in the way of the youth of 
the land can hardly be over-estimated. If good books are not 
brought to them, they will procure others, and thereby be led 
astry. To this end we heartily recommend the publications of our 
own Publishing House, and would urge that every reasonable means 
be called into requisition to spread them throughout the bounds of 
our Conference, being confident that, like bread cast upon the 
waters, it maybe gathered many days hence. And we would re- 
commend to the conference that they request the Bishop to appoint 
some one who cannot perform regular and full duty as an itinerant, 
to sell our books in the western part of our conference as brother 
Smith has been doing in the eastern part. We most heartily re- 
commend to our people our own literature, believing that it Cfinnot 
be surpassed in purity of sentiment, eloquence of diction, or infor- 
mation imparted on religious subjects. To this end we recommend 
the whole family of Advocates, including the Woman’s Missionary 
Advocate and the Advocate of Missions. Pre-eminently among 
them your committee thinks, stands the Xashville Christian Advo- 
cate. 

Our own conference paper, ‘-The Holston Methodist.” we think 
ought to be taken in every Methodist family in the bounds of our 
conference, as it contains more < f interest to us as a people than 
perhaps any other. We would also commend our Quarterly Re- 
view to the favorable consideration of all who desire a high order 
of literature as being entirely worthy of the confidence of all. We 
also recommend all our Sunday School literature to our people, and 
insist that it be used in all our Sunday Schools. And we do most 
earnestly urge upon our ministers to see to it that our schools are 
fully supplied with our own publications. 

Your committee regards sound reading as next in importance to 
the preaching of the gospel, and would most earnestly reeom mend 
that every minister among us exert himself to diffuse among our 
people our books and periodicals ; that they sow heside all waters, 
praying as they sow, that the blessing of heaven may abide with it.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

In discharging the duty assigned to them, the Board of Education 
submit the following report: 

There are within our bounds seven chartered institutions of 
learning, all of them doing well, and some of them commanding a 
largely increased patronage. This is cause for devout thanksgiving. 
Christian education is essential to a Christian civilization. The 
State, as such, is incompetent to the task. A purely secular educa- 
tion neither does nor can convert any man. To the extent it tends 
to divorce God from man either in the realm of nature or spirit, it is 
an unmittigated curse. Therefore, the Church must make ade- 
quate provision for the proper and thorough education of her sons 
and daughters, or consign them to the tender mercies of a Christ- 
less and soulless culture. Wo betides that church and those parents 
'vho relegate in the spirit of infidelity the education of their chil- 
dren to the State. 

Emory and Henry College, 

Our oldest male institution, sits in stately grandeur amid the blue- 
grass hills of Virginia. Its widespread and well-deserved reputa- 
tion, its past usefulness, its incomparable location and its superior

facilities for general learning entitle it to rank as a first-class 
• institution, and ought to make it the pride of the Holston Confer- 
ence. We are glad to report that the present year has opened witli 
over 130 pupils, and with the prospect of reaching 150 during the 
term. Its endowment fund has reached $50,000, and its President, 
Dr. David Sullins, hopes to make it $100,000 during the centenary 
year. The property is valued at $100,000. The college is full) r 
meeting its current expenses. Its junior and senior classes are 
unusually large. W e heartily commend the college to the material 
and mora’I support of all our people. 

Martha Washington College, 

Located at Abingdon, Va., and embracing a magnificent suite of 
buildings, in the midst of the most lovely environments, worth 
$35,000, has opened with a large increase over last year under the 
joint principalship of Drs. E. E. Wiley and John L. Buchanan, 
assisted by a superior corps of teachers in both the literary and art 
departments. With 40 boarders now they number about 70 pupils, 
and with eminently thorough equipments and excellent methods, 
they deserve and expect a liberal patronage. Let our preachers 
and people help these worthy brethren in their commendable efforts 
to extricate Martha Washington, our property in fee simple, from 
her financial troubles and in planting this distinguished school of 
female learning on high and abiding foundations. Considering the 
advantages afforded, its terms arc reasonable, and now w'hat they 
were anterior to the present management. 

Hiwassee College 

Is still doing an excellent work in the way of Christian education. 
In both the male and female departments the college has opened 
well. They are doing collegiate work, with eight teachers, and 
good, though limited, facilities. 

° The Female Department, known as Victoria College, is located at 
Sweetwater, valued at $4,500, and is the property of the Church in 
fee simple. 

The male department is still at old Hiwassee, and is held under 
charter by a Board of Trustees appointed by the Legislature of the 
State of Tennessee. The college corporation has formally, by re- 
solution and written agreement, turned over the property to the 
Holston Conference, M. E. Church, South, as a corporate body. 
Such, we believe, is its legal status. No deed of transfer has ever 
been made from one corporation to the other. It is valued at about 
$6,000. It needs enlargement in the way of new buildings and 
equipments. 

Sullins College, 

Located at Bristol, Tennessee, now valued at $14,000, hasjover sixty 
boarders, with an enrollment of a larger number of pupils than at 
any former session. This institution has a full corps of efficient 
teachers, is thoroughly organized and its facilities for instruction in 
all the departments are of a high order. The property is held by a 
Board of Trustees and Curators for the Church. 

In order to meet the demands for room, the Board has already 
raised on subscription one half the amount needed to build one of 
the wings contemplated in tbe original plan of the building. This 
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school deserves and has won a liberal share of the patronage of our 
people under the efficient administration of President Hearon 

People’s College, 

Located at Pikeville, Tennessee, valued at $14,000, is the property 
of the Church, and under the presidency of Rev. W. B. Stradley. 
has attained an unusual degree of prosperity. Last year 1 15 pupils 
were enrolled, and the present year has opened quite as well. 
Facilities for instruction good, though limited. People’s College is 
very much needed where it is, and we urge upon our preachers and 
people in that beautiful Sequatchee Valley to rally to its support. 
We commend the school to our people. 

\Y eaverville College, 

Located at Weaverville, N. C., and valued at $ 0,000, has been by 
resolution and written agreement formally tendered to our Church 
and Conference, free of debt. The trustees and friends of that in- 
stitution desire to make it a conference school. The resolution of 
tender to the conference recites on its face that the Board of Trus- 
tees reserve the right to fill their own vacancies, subject to the 
approval of the Bishop presiding at the annual Conference. 

The Board of Education recommend that this Conference accept 
the property thus tendered to us, and that Rev. D. Atkins, Presi- 
dent elect of the college, be instructed to act as agent for the 
Conference in securing from the present Board of Trustess a proper 
deed of transfer of title from themselves to a Board of Trustees to 
have and to hold for the use and benefit of the Holston Conference, 
M. E. Church, South. 

We further recommend the appointment of Rev. D. Atkins to the 
Presidency of the college bv Bishop McTyeire. 

Asheville Female College 

Is not a conference school, though operated distinctively as a Meth- 
odist school. We learn it is doing well and is prepared to do 
excellent work. With a good faculty and excellent equipments, it 
is receiving and deserves a liberal share of the Church’s patronage. 
The- Board recommends the appointment of Rev. James Atkins, Jr. 
to its Presidency by Bishop McTyeire. 

District High Schools. 

The Board is gratified to learn that the Wytheville, Abingdon. 
.Jonesboro and Franklin Districts have District High Schools in a 
flourishing condition. We would urge upon the Presiding Elders 
and pastors to encourage and promote among our people the build- 
ing of high schools and acadamies wherever it is desirable and 
practicable to do so. We must seek to educate our own people. 

Whilst we do not need any more colleges, as such, we do need as 
a conference to interest ourselves more largely in the work of gen- 
eral education among the masses of our people. Our preachers 
must lead our people in this matter. 

The Board deem it impracticable to hold an educational mass- 
meeting at this session. Finally, we would respectfully and yet 
earnestly urge upon all our people throughout our bounds to con- 
sider prayerfully what may be the measure of their obligations and 
privileges in this livection. We trust that our centenary year 1884, 
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will, under God’s blessing, furnish inspiration for wise and en- 
larged liberalities in this direction.

Resolved, That the Boards of Visitors appointed to our Confer- 
ence schools be and are hereby required to make a written report of 
their work to the Conference Board of Education.

Conference met at 8:30 o'clock, a. m.. Bishop McTyeire 
in the Chair.

Minutes Approved. — The minutes of the previous ses- 
sion were read and approved. 

Report on Temperance — The Committee on Temperance 
submitted their report. 

On motion of J. M. McTeer, the following resolution was 
stricken from the report on Temperance by a vote of 4^ 
to 29 : 

■Unsolved , That it is the sense of this Conference that both preach- 
ers and laymen could work more consistently and effectually in 
this great cause if they would abstain from the use of every kind 
of intoxicating beverage, but also abandon at once and forever the 
use of tobacco in all its forms. 

The motion to strike from the report on temperance the 
word vote , whereby we pledge ourselves to vote for the 
promotion of temperance, was lost by a vote of 43 to 22. 

The report, as amended, was adopted. 

REPORT OX TEMPERANCE. 

Your committee beg leave to report as follows: 

The question of dealing with the liquor traffic by legislative 
enactment is agitating the public mind and stirring the hearts of 
philanthropists as never before in the history of our country. Con- 
ferences, synods and associations are grappling with the great issue 
with a zeal and determination that promises large and blessed re- 
sults in the near future. The noblest men and women in Church 
and State are consecrating their head and hearts and pens to the 
work of extirpating, as far as in them lieth, the great evil of intem- 
perance. 
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In the meantime the liquor power is collecting its energies for 

mightier achievements in the work of destruction. Think of one 
distillery having the capacity to convert in a single (lay tlVC hun- 
dred bushels of corn— the bread God has provided for Ilis children 
— into vile whisky. Then remember that there are more than live 
thousand distilleries in the United States alone that convert about 
eighteen million bushels of grain and not less then two million 
bushels of malt into intoxicating beverage every year. The wide- 
spread ruin, the crime, the pauperism, the broken home altars, 
desolate widowhood and orphanage, the blighted hopes and an- 
guished hearts which the alcohol in this ocean of beverage causes 
are appalling facts of our American civilization, that ought to rouse 
the statesmanship of this country to prompt and vigorous action. 
It is a melancholy fact, however, that the liquor power is strongly 
entrenched in the national capital, where more than one thousand 
saloons deal out liquid ruin in the presence of our legislators. 

After years of persistent agitation in favor of temperance, there 
has been no sensible diminution in the consumption of ardent spir- 
its, though there are a greater number of abstainers both in the 
United States and in England than there used to be. Meanwhile 
the iniquity of the traffic has increased ten fold. Men have become 
adepts in the infernal art of converting one gallon of “ Bourbon” 
into seven. For this purpose, strychnine, sulphuric acid, fish ber- 
ries, tobaeeo-stems, old shoe-soles, etc., are laid under contribution. 
Men drink this vile compound which sends a stream of fire into the 
blood, deranges the action of every vital organ of the body and 
fills the brain with delirium. It acts instantaneously, powerfully 
and specifically upon the brain — stupifies the conscience, beclouds 
the intellect, blunts the sensibilities, lulls caution, — in one word, it 
converts a rational man into a raving maniac. 

During the past summer while the Asiatic cholera was spreading 
terror and consternation in the East, the number of suicides in the 
United States was appalling, amounting almost to an epidemic. It 
is the verdict of Science that alcohol is the chief agent in the de- 
terioration of brain power which produces insanity and culminates 
in self-destruction. Many a fair young ship of life is being whirled 
into this maelstrom and wrecked forever. From a human stand- 
point it seems that the chances are against us, jvdien we remember 
that there are one hundred and fifty thousand saloons in our coun- 
try pitted against fifty thousand churches, and that to every Chris- 
tian minister there are six retailers of alcoholic drink. But the 
conviction of the magnitude of the work in hand should only 
quicken our zeal and intensify our efforts. We cherish the hope 
that our national polities will yet be rescued from the avaricious 
and tyranical grasp of the whisky fraternity. But this redemption 
will not come through the business men of the country. They are 
too indifferent; nor through the politicians, they are too uncertain. 
The pulpit and the press are the grand educators of the masses, and 
it is through them, with God's blessing, that ultimate redemption 
from the rum curse must come. State legislation and prohibitory 
laws will avail nothing until the pulpit and the press create, vitalize 
and foster a healthful, powerful and enlightened public sentiment in 
favor of total abstinence. Let every pulpit in the land proclaim with 
tongue of fiame and heart of power the gospel of temperance. Let 
every one who loves the souls of men come up to the help of the Lord 
against the mighty, in pushing forward this great moral and re- 
formatory movement of the age. “Be our’s swift sandals, swift to 
a brother’s need.” Then let us rise up and conquer. Let the bat- 
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tie cry be sounded all along the line. Let us declare the whole 
counsel of God on this subject. Let us seek especially to rescue the 
young men and ooys from the allurements of the saloon and have 
them plant their feet firmly upon the rock of total abstinence. 

We submit for your consideration and adoption the following 
resolutions, viz: 

Resolved, 1, That preachers are urged to do all they can to create 
and vitalize a healthful public sentiment in favor of temperance, by 
preaching on the subject, holding temperance prayer-meetings 
wherever practicable and circulating temperance literature. 

Resolved, 2., That we are of opinion that the only effectual way 
to extirpate the great evil of intemperance is by a national prohib- 
itory law backed by an enlightened Christian sentiment, and that 
we, as a conference, pledge ourselves to preach, pray, work and vote 
with reference to that end. 

Resolved, 3, That we will see that the children, in the Sunday 
School and in our families, are taught the evil effects of alcoholic 
drinks, stimulants and narcotics generally upon the human system

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON DISTRICT CONFER- 
ENCE RECORDS. 

Your Committee on District Conference Records, report with 
pleasure, a decided improvement in the records of the District Con- 
ferences. The records of 1883 are, however, more or less defective, 
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and subject to criticism more or less severe. An intelligent chair- 
man in an intelligent District Conference, ought to be able to make 
up the record of their doings without those defects that mar the 
records of 1883. These defects are the results of carelessness, 
indifference and haste. 

The records of the Morristown District Conference are well kept 
in the main; there are, however, a few blemishes and inaccuracies 
to disfigure them. No roll of members is given ; the indexing or 
marginal notes are not in the margin, but in the body of the 
minutes. 

The records of the Knoxville District Conference are voluminous 
and bungling, and the orthography is not good. 

The records of the Chattanooga District Conference are written in 
a neat, legible hand, but they are scratched and blotted and inter- 
lined — sometimes with pencil, sometimes with pen and ink. 

The report of the Committee on Missions and on Quarterly Con- 
ference Records were read and adopted, but are not to be found on 
record. 

The records of the Sequatchee District Conference are neatly kept. 
Page 24, 2nd line from the bottom, fails to give the name of the 
preacher in charge. Page 25, 1st line, fails to state which is the 
preacher in charge, and on page 2G, end of election of delegates to 
annual conference, the senseis not complete. 

Franklin District Conference record is well kept, but on the Gth 
page, 9th line from the bottom, the word “consequence” is used, in- 
stead of “conference.” On 7th page, the name of the preacher in 
charge of Franklin Circuit is not given. Same page the name of the 
preacher in charge of the Waynesville Circuit is omitted. 

The records of the Jeffersonville, Abingdon and Asheville Dis- 
tricts were not before the committee. 

The Wytheville District Conference appointed a committee on 
conference records, when they wanted a committee on quarterly 
conference records. On page 225 the record shows that in one of 
the charges in that district there were 27 Jlolston Methodists taken. 
There is but one Holst-on Methodist. That record is deficient also in 
that it states that 12 Advocates were taken. We suppose they meant 
12 copies of the Nashville Christian Advocate. The chairman did not 
sign the minutes of the conference. The minutes are recorded in a 
neat, plain hand, almost free from blots. 

The records of the Jonesboro District Conference show that when 
they wanted a committee on quarterly conference records they ap- 
pointed one on church records. The minutes of the conference, 
however, are well arranged, and the record is made in a clear, neat 
hand, free from blots. 

The reports of the committees made at all the district conferences 
held in our conference the past year are duly recorded, with the 
exception of two. The report of the Committee on Missions and 
the Committee on Quarterly Conference Records, Chattanooga Dis- 
trict, have not been recorded, and are therefore lost. They may, 
however, be on tile.

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The Centenary Committee’s report was presented and 
read to the Conference: 

ACTION OF* THE CENTENARY COMMITTEE OF HOLSTON 
CONFERENCE OF THE M. E. CHURCH, SOUTH. 

The Centenary Committee of the Holston Annual Conference of 
the M. E. Church, South, met in Chattanooga, Oct. 10th, 1S83, and 
organized by the appointment of E. E. Wiley, president; J. S. 
Kennedy, vice-president; Jas. Atkins, Jr., secretary, and J. B. 
Hoyl, treasurer. 

After due deliberation the committee adopted the following as the 
plan to be pursued within our bounds for accomplishing the results 
contemplated in our centennial jubilee in the year 1884: 

1. We will raise, if possible, during the centennial year, as a 
thank ottering to God for the success of our beloved Methodism, the 
sum of one hundred thousand dollars. 

2. The sum which shall be raised, shall be divided equally among 
the three interests suggested by the Central Centenary Committee, 
viz: Education, church extension, and missions.. 

3. We appoint three agents for the supervision of these three in- 
terests respectively throughout the conference, to co-operate with 
the Presiding Elders and preachers in charge in raising the amounts 
mentioned, and that these agents be, for education, E. E. Hoss; for 
church extension, F. Richardson ; for missions, J. Atkins, Jr. 

4. The amount raised for educational purposes shall be used as an 
educational loan fund for the benefit of the youths of the 31. E. 
Church within our bounds, and of our seven chartered Methodist 
colleges as follows: Emory and Henry, Martha Washington, Sul- 
lins, Hiwassee, Asheville Female, Peoples, and Weaverville colleges. 

5. This loan fund shall be distributed among the aforesaid col- 
leges in the following ratio, viz : Emory and Henry, G-27ths ; Martha 
Washington, Sullins and Asheville Female, each 4-27ths; and 
Hiwassee, Peoples and Weaverville, each 3-27ths. 

G. When this fund shall be collected, it shall be paid into the 
hands of the treasurer Conference Board of Education, to be dis- 
tributed among the aforesaid colleges, at the next session of the 
conference in the ratio herein already provided. 

7. The money shall be paid into the hands of the respective presi- 
dents of these colleges, when each shall have given satisfactory 
bond covering twice the amount apportioned to the institution of 
which he may have charge. 

8. There shall be a Board of Directors of each of the aforesaid 
colleges, consisting of five members, among whom shall be the 
president of the college, and he shall also be ex-ottieio president of the 
Board of Directors. These directors shall be male members of the 
31. E. Church, South, and shall be resident within the community 
of each of these respective colleges. It shall be the duty of this 
Board of Directors to determine the worthiness of applicants for the 
benefit of this fund, the amount to be loaned to each ; to see that 
valid securities are given, and to make at each conference a written 
report to the Board of Education, giving the number and names of 
those receiving it, and amounts loaned to each ; the names of their 
securities, and the time for which the respective amounts are loaned. 

9. If any of these colleges shall, in the judgment of this confer- 
ence, cease to exist as 3Iethodist colleges, the funds thereto loaned 
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shall revert to the Conference Board of Education, in trust, to be 
distributed among the remaining said colleges, in the ratio herein 
established. 

10. The last Sunday in May shall be set apart as centenary day 
throughout the conference, and the fourth Sunday in June be set 
apart as children’s day. The collections taken by the children on 
that day shall become a part of the connectional fund for the benefit 
of needy Sunday Schools, as directed by the Central Centenary Com- 
mittee. 

11. The children of the conference shall make a children’s cen- 
tenary gift to be known as the Carter and Kennedy fund, to he 
expended equally in Mexico and Brazil in some monumental work, 
such as brothers Carter and Kennedy may direct, with the approval 
of the Board of Missions. 

12. We appoint Daniel Atkins to supervise the children’s work 
throughout the conference, 

13. We request the conference to proceed at once to elect, by bal- 
lot, one of its members to preach the centenary sermon before this 
body at its next annual assembly in Bristol, Tenn.

— Dr. E. E. Wiley, receiving 34 votes, 
not only a plurality but a majority of all the votes cast, was 
declared elected, and Dr. D. Sullins receiving nine votes, 
the next highest, was declared the alternate. 

Addresses —Drs. E. E. Wiley, D. Sullins, Bishop Me- 
Tyeire and others addressed the conference as to the work 
proposed for our centennial year. 

Church Extension.— On motion of F. W. Earnest, the 
name of J. W. Gaut was substituted for the name of J. B. 
Hoyl, resigned, on the Board of Church Extension. 

Announcemen-ts were made, and the conference adjourned, 
with the benediction by J. M. McTcer.

KEY. HENRY B. AVERY, 

Was born in Crockett County, Tennessee, June 24th, 1839. His 
parents were both Methodists, and his father a local preacher for 
many years. H. B. Avery was converted and joined the Church in 
1858, and was appointed steward and class-leader, which offices he 
held till he joined the traveling connection. 

In May, 1860, he was licensed to exhort, and in July of the same 
year he was licensed to preach ; and in the following November, at 
Aberdeen, Miss., was received on trial in the Memphis Conference. 

He filled the following appointments : In 1861, Dresden Circuit; in 
1862-3, Dyersburg; in 1864-5, Obion Mission; in 1866, Clinton Cir- 
cuit; in 1867, Mayfield Station; in 1868, Dyersburg Circuit; in 1869- 
71, Dyersburg Station ; in 1872, Dyersburg Circuit; in 1873, Hum- 
boldt District; in 1874, Paducah District. We suppose that about the 
close of this year he was transferred to the Pacific Conference, and 
put in charge of the Visalia District, which he served for three years. 

In 1878, he was in the Fresno Station ; in 1879-80, in San Jose. Then 
he was transferred to the Florida Conference, and was stationed in 
Jacksonville during the years of 1881-82. 

Last fall he was transferred to the Holston Conference, and sta- 
tioned in Morristown, but died before he reached the field. 

We never saw' Brother Avery — we mean we never enjoyed his 
counsel, or his godly influence; but from what we learn of him, we v 

feel that we have lost a good minister of the gospel of Christ.

REV. ANDREW G. BLANKENBECKLER, 

Was born in Johnson County, Tennessee, March 19th, 1850. When 
about tw elve years of age, his parents moved to Washington County, 

Virginia, where he was brought up, and educated at Liberty Hall. 

On the 15th of November, 1870, he was married to Miss Josie V. 

Campbell, of Abingdon, Va. He was converted and joined the M. 

E. Church, South, in November, 1875, under the ministry of J. W. 

Dickey. On the 41 h of March, 1876, he was licensed to exhort by 
the Quarterly Conference, of the Emory Circuit, and on April 1st, 

1876, he was licensed to preach by the Quarterly Conference of the 
Abingdon Circuit. 

He w r as received on trial in the Holston Conference, at Cleveland, 

Tennessee, in October, 1877, and sent to the Gladeville Circuit, 
where he remained for two years, doing all the work of a Methodist 
preacher. At Abingdon, in October, 1879, he was ordained deacon, 
by Bishop Pierce, and sent to the Greeneville Circuit, w here he re- 
mained for three years. Early in the third year, his health gave 
way, and he was compelled to turn the work over to a local preacher, 
he remaining in charge. 

The Conference at Asheville, last fall, granted him a supernumer-

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ary relation, but soon after Conference he was employed by the Pre- 
siding Elder of the Morristown District to take charge of the Morris- 
town Station. His health was rapidly improving, and he thought 
he was able for this work; but in less than two months his health 
again gave way, and he was forced to give up ‘‘his loved employ.” 
After this he traveled in the interest of a clothing house, till his iast 
and fatal affliction. 

On the 15th day of August, at Johnson City, Tennessee, he was 
taken suddenly ill, and thought he was then dying; but he improved 
so as to be able to reach home next day. This proved to be congestion 
of the brain, which did its sad work at 3 :30 o’clock, on Sunday morn- 
ing, August 26th, 1883. 

Brother Blankenbeckler was a man of no ordinary ability, and, as 
a pulpit orator, stood above the average. He was a man of untiring 
energy, doing whatever he undertook with all his might. He leaves 
a wife and four children without a home or means. May God direct, 
and may they at last meet in Heaven !

In the Wytheville District, Altoona Mission has been discontinued, 
and two new missions have been formed, the one to be known as 
Sparta, the other as Jacksonville Mission. In the Abingdon Dis- 
trict, the name of McClure has been changed to that of Clintwood 
Mission, and a new mission has been formed, to be known as Nick- 
elsville Mission. In the Jonesboro District, the name of Cranberry 
has been changed to that of Elizabethton and Cranberry Mission. In 
the Knoxville District, a new mission has been formed, to be known

Report of the Corresponding Secretary and Treasurer of 
Houston Conference Woman’s Missionary Society, 

M. E. C. S. for the Year Ending Oct. 1, 1888. 



In presenting our report for the year just closed, we are pro- 
foundly thankful to Almighty God for the degree of success that 
has attended our labors. We are glad to say there has been but few 
tields where the work had been already planted, that interest has 
not been kept up, as shown by the steady progress made all the 
time. And we have been further encouraged by new auxiliaries 
being formed during nearly every month in the year, and some of 
these have taken front rank at once as zealous workers. 

We owe thanks to many of the preachers for their hearty co-oper- 
ation with us; we can trace our success generally to this cause, for 
when we have enthusiastic friends in the preachers, our ladies (al- 
ways wanting such supervision) catch new inspiration from them, 
and our work in their bounds speaks for itself.

CONSTITUTION 



Preachers’ Relief Association of Holston Confer- 
ence. 



Note.— The following Constitution of the Preachers’ Relief Association 
was adopted by members of the Conference subscribing thereto at the session 
of the Conference held in Asheville, North Carolina, 1882, and re-approved 
in the same way at Chattanooga, 1888. It does not belong properly to Con- 
ference matter, but is published here for information.— J. R. Payse, Asst. 
Sec’y. 

Article I. This Society, now to be constituted, shall be known as 
The Preachers’ Mutual Relief Association, of Holston Con- 
ference, M. E. Church, South. 

Art. II. The design of this Association shall be to afford relief to 
the families of deceased ministers. Membership in it shall be divided 
into two classes — Beneficiary and Contributing. 

The Beneficiary Class shall be composed exclusively of Preachers 
belonging to the Conference; and the Contributing Class shall he 
composed of all other persons willing to give aid to the Association. 

Art. III. The officers of this Association shall be a President, 
Vice President, Secretary and Treasurer. 

The Association shall have its headquarters at Knoxville, Tenn. 

Art. IV. Upon the death of any preacher who is a member of 
this Association, each Beneficiary member shall contribute a mortu- 
any fee of five dollars ; and each Contributing member shall pay a 
fee of one dollar. 

Art. V. Upon the death of a member entitled to benefits, it shall 
be the duty of the Secretary to announce the same officially in the 
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Conference organ, or otherwise as seems to him best; and each 
member of the Association shall transmit to the Treasurer the mor- 
tuary fee then due. 

^Yny beneficiary member who shall fail to pay the fee assessed and 
called for, within thirty days, shall forfeit his membership and all 
claim to benefits. 

Art. VI. This Association shall meet once a year at the call of the 
President, during the session of the Annual Conference, and employ 
such means as may be deemed proper to enlarge its membership, 
and to increase its value and efficiency as a mutual relief association.

Was established by the Church, and is the exclusive property of the Church. 

“The object of this institution shall be to advance the cause of Christianity, 
by disseminating religious knowledge and useful literary and scientific infor- 
mation in the form of books, tracts, and periodicals.” (See Discipline, page 
338, paragraph 217.) 

One of the duties of a preacher in charge is “To see that all the people 
within the bounds of his charge be duly supplied- with our books and period- 
icals.” (See Discipline, page 80, Answer 9.) 

The House is under the control of officers appointed by the General Con- 
ference, who have the good of the whole Church at heart. All ministers in 
good standing are considered agents, and special inducements are offered 
them to circulate the publications. There can be no great success without 
their cooperation; with it, no better system can be devised, as our preachers 
enjoy the confidence of our people, and are brought into pastoral contact 
with them. The people having confidence in him, the preacher is the most 
effectual agent that can be found. Let every preacher keep in communica- 
tion with the House, and act as an agent in representing it before “the people 
within the bounds of his charge,” that they may be supplied “with our books 
and periodicals.” Our stocks are full. We rarely have a call for a religious 
book which we cannot promptly furnish. Let our preachers te to us for any 
thing they need for themselves or their members, and let them be sure that the 
Christian Advocate is placed in every Methodist family, 
and our Sunday School literature in every Sunday School.
